Tho Emperor never danced. Ho 
stood with a little circle around him 
watching what was going on wJth 
the greutest Interest. The duties of 
the floor-master were very strenu¬ 
ous. He was generally a young Of¬ 
ficer from one of the guard regi¬ 
ments who was excused from milit¬ 
ary service during the whole CQUti 
season. 

Naturally, - w e used an enormous 
amount of provisions .on ball days. 
For the soup alone we required over 
2.00 pounds of calves knuckles, BH» 
pounds of. beef knuckles; a hugs 
sea turtle brought alive directly from 
London; ten large Tjont!** and 15® 
pounds of beef hones. These cost in 
the neighborhood of 800 marks. For 
the fish course we used several bun¬ 
dled pounds of Rhine salmon at 
about five marks a pound, with im¬ 
ported new potatoes, which were ex¬ 
ceedingly dear in the Winter season. 
Altogether this course cost about 
2.000 marks. Then we used 200 
Brussels capons at tWelvy mnrks 
apiece, lpO cans of California fruit 
lit two marks each, and 150 head of 
Brussels endive for salad at fifty 
pfennigs a head, making the cost of 
the third course about 8.000 marks. 

For the ices we used 150 litres of 
heavy cream, 250 pounds of Italian 
chestnut*. 500 pounds of sugar, and 
twenty glasses of currant Jelly. The 
cost, plus that of the cakes served 
with the ice. wus 4iboU| 1,200 marks. 

TJti«c fresh fruit served included 
ftmrr’cnivllh-- apples at two mark* 
each. 300 of the finest I niches*© 
pears at two murks each. 20 <h.nec- 
turines at one mark. 250 pounds of 
( t!\e fl.nest Brussels grapes at nearly 
two marks u pound, und 125 pounds 
each of Brazil nuts, paper-shell nl- 
mends, ,and 'Malaga grnpes at nearly 
d mark a pound, besides dates, figs, 
nnd other Southern ifruits So this 
item totaled about 3.000 marks.

of 1904, twenty-four marks a bottle. 
The total cost of such a dinner ran 
fiom 10,000 to 12.000 marks. 

Our busiest seakon in the palace 
kitchen began just after Christmas, 
with the New Year's reception, the 
anniversary of the Order of the Black 
Eagle, gild the three “nmuial court 
hulls. At this time we engaged 
about a dozen assistant cooks ul 
twenty murks u day and their board. 
In addition 170 or 2<)0 m* n and six 
or eight non-commissioned officers 
Wire ^detailed from the Berlin gar- 
ilson*tn assist us on the ball nights. 
Each of them reoMved three marks, 
a • bottle of wine und a free dinner. 

Ordinarily from 850 to 900 invita¬ 
tions were issued to thb Italls, which 
began at* half-past eight. Supper 
wng served at .half-past nine. There 
wad a cold buffet at eleven and the 
affair ended at 1 am. Royalty and 
guests of the very highest rank, al-* 
together, about 250 people, were 
served in the White Salon. There 
hundred and forty people were served 
In iKe gueen's Salon and' the Pic¬ 
ture Gallery, and 28u in the Green 
Salon, its three anterooms, and the 
Bull of the Hlaek Eagle. One-typical 
supper menu on a ball night was 
turtle soup in cups.

Later! I was promoted to the 
palace kitchen in Berlin. The Kaiser 
was ihetv-ut the zenith of his fame 
I nnd power, and the kitchen staff 
vug kept pretty busy. . Rut tradi¬ 
tional Prussian economy was never 
forgotten. In fact. His Majesty, de¬ 
spite his love of royal pump, 
managed to save 1,000,000 marks or 
s< every year ohit of his civil list 
of 14,000.000 marks. As soon us he 
ascended to the throne he aholtAhed 
the French menus that had been 
Introduced by his grandfather, Wil¬ 
li. iih l. and substituted German 
menus tor .them The two famous 
French chefs, M. Bernard and M. 
imbolM, were also Replaced by Ger¬ 
man chefs. That probably did not 
worry those gentlemen very much, 
os they had managed to put aside 
1 npo ; (ino marks of their own. The 
new staff were paid much lower 
salaries, but no one left, because 
the service was very agreeable, es- 
P r <*inlty in respect to working-hours, 
and we all looked forward to the 1 
usual ‘pension when we retired. • , 

Ap an example of William H's 
economy, under his grandfather the 
cost of nil state banquets was fixed 
•st a lump sum for which the chef 
drew pgnlnst the Marshal of the 
Court. For instance, an appropria¬ 
tion of 14.500 thalers, or 43,500 marks! 
was made for the Coronntion Dln- 
i er at Konlgsberg on Jahuary 2, 
1801. As there were 250 persons 
present, the cost- was something 
over fifty-eight thalers, or 174 mark* 
s * plate. Rut William II was more 
businesslike. He allotted a gnaxl- 
irum per head for nil his State dln- s 
ners. The limit for u royal banquet 
was twcnt> marks, or five dollars, 
for a formal dinner.. fifteen marks; 
and for a family dinner, refresh¬ 
ments at a court ball, or a supper, ] 
U n mnrk'k. This did not Include the. 
Cost of the wines. 

Our kitchen staff consisted of a 
first and second chef, assistant I 
rooks, apprentices, a pastry cook. I 
and a coffee cook—altogether about 
thirty-two people the $hef had a 
salary of M«0 marks in lieu 
of lodgings nnd other perqu isites. 
The beginning salary for a co.ok. 
who had to be unusually well quali¬ 
fied. was only 120 marks, or thirty 
American dollar*, a month, plus 
twenty marks’for lodgings and five 
m»M*k* o Joy "'ben traveling on-duty. 
The first Chef never did any actual 


guard. " . 

Id my -rime the old traditions of 
this rcglipent were still; preserved. 
Every officer ivus u member of the 
ancient East 4Abe nobility. All 
the Hohensoilern princes become 
lieutenants when, lhey ere ten years 
• •Id, and were pronioteUrapidly so 
that they usuallv were captains by 
their eighteenth or twentieth year. 
This was the regiment so often at¬ 
tacked in the Rctchstag -purlieu?
